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H E beſt indeavours and pi cateſt works wher« 
in the good hand and previderice of God have 
been moſt evident and icaſible, and the hearrs 
and intentions of men, called to be rhe :uſtru- 
ments , moſt pow and forcere , Though they 
found app: obativn with the wiſer ſort, and (mth 
as are given to obſervation , yer they kave cycr been lubject to 
be milconltrued by blind ſrpirion, to be reproved by caveliing 
cenſure , which maketh place for it f(elte ro enter where it 
Findeth none , and to be condemned of the ignorant, bur moſt 
of all of the malicow , who cannot be pleaſed even when Grd 
is beſt pleaſed ; and when men ſeek to approve themſelves © 
every ones Conſcience , but in their hearts wiſh rather that 
the Temple ſhould nor be built , Religion never reformed, 
and they themſelves I{ſxhar like , couch betweene the 
two burthens , then that thes ſhould be in their wordly pro- 
gets or poſſegions oppoſed or troubled. The de'irrerance of 
the people of God of old from the XKgvptian ſervieude ; The 
r tzon of the Kirk by the Son of Ged , and the plancing aft 
Chriſtian Religion by his ſervants, and the vindicacio.' of Ree 
ligioa from Romiſh Superſticion and Tyranny, which are the 
Gear and muſt wouderful works of God, have bee moſt bit. 
terly calumniated, and ſpitetullly (purned againſt by the wicked. 

The oature and quality of this good works wheria the Loxd 
hath honoured us to be afors, and the experience which we 
have found of continuall oppoſttion ſince the beginning may 
teach us, if we be not & the Horſe and Mule which have no tmdey- 
ſtandang,that we are to expect the gainſaving of ſinners,and that 

_——_ can be hatched in hell by Satan , or prompred by tys 
Suppglts,on earch , which will not be produced eo make” ys 

the Cauſe of Ged which we maintain odious to all mens 
bur moſt of all to our Neighbours and deareſt Brethren. Whea 
we ſhall now enter into Exgland it will be layed to our rs! a

us from the beginning then under the pretext of

their s : But our peaceable carjage many years 
paſt betore the time of thofe late rroubles, our In ons, De- 
clarations and Remonſizences publifhed to the world, wherin we 
have Curſed all Nationall [ovatien, and our willognefſe when 
we werein Armesto lay them down upon the ſmall hopes of 
injoying our Religion and Liberties; and our forbearing now, 
by way of repriſall, to ſatisfic our ſelves upon the Shippes and 
goods of our deare Brethren of w_—_ for thoſe Ships and 
goods of ours,that have been takeo by the Kings Ships, which 
ibly we might have been able to doe, . had nor Juſtice for» 
idden us, to rake from them, whom we are aſſured, neither 
wh us harme, nor have done us wrong , will be conceived by 
wiſe and well affeted 10 be more plain and ſure evidences 
of our meaning then all that malzce can devile , or calumme can 
expreſſe agaiolt us. \ 

Neither have any riew emergents adhered , but rather con- 
firmed our former reſolutions : for although both before and 
ſincethe Lare Pacification we have been highly injured by 
ſome Papifts and Prelats, and their adherents there, who have 
been, and are ſtill ſeeking no leſſe , then that we ſhould no 
more be a Kirk or Nation, and therforechemſelves cannot 
thinke but we muſt accompe of them as Gods enemies and 
ours: Yet above all the favours we have received from the 
prod people and body of the Kingdome of England, One there 

whach nhath highly hononetd ame betore the world, and 
endeared chem unto us more then before, which ſhall never be 
forgorten by us , and we hope ſhall be thankfully remembred 
by oar Children , and Childrens Children after us to.all gene- 
rations ; That when n miſinformation the Councell of 
England had concluded to raiſe Force againſt us , when the 
Parliament of Ireland had offered their Perſons and Eſtates far 
ſupply agaioft us; when 21! plors and policies were ſet on worke, 
and Publick Dectaratiens by Authority were made,and the Par- 
liament called for this very end , when we had been traduced, 
and Proclaimed as Traytors and Rebells at every Pariſh 


Church, yetſo wiſe, fo grave, fo juſt was that High of 
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their ſpeeches, complaints and griivences parallel to onrs, did 
iſe the Cauſe (fo much as ED _—_ which we defend. 
T his rich and recent fareur doth ſo binde our hearts, that were. 
our power never {o great , we ſhould judge our ſelves the un- 
worthieſt of all men, and could look for no lefſe then Vengeance 
from the righteew Ged , if we ſhould move hend or foot againſt 
that Nation ſo comtortably to us repreſented in that honewyable 
pneetmg In this our chaxkefall acknowledgement, we delire that 
the _—_—_ Lenden may havetheir own large ſhare as they well 
deſerve by the noble protefſion they have given of their cunt- 
ſtane affeftion to Religion , and the peace ot both Kingdomes, 
notwithſtanding the continuall afſaules of the miſleaders of the 
King agynoſt thetn , alwaves renderirg them ſediticw in his 
cares, And if this which doth ſo convince us ſhall nor be 
bowght ſufficient to ſatisſic all the good people of Expland, We 
now betore God and the World make offer 1n generall, and we 
make offer to {o many of them as ſhall requize it in particulars 
of the ſtrongeſt and moſt mwo/able bend of our ſolemne Oath and 
religious atteſtation of the Great Name of G © D, who # our feare and 
dread, and 7 a whom we hope for a bleſſmg upon our expedation, thas 
we mtend no exmity or rapine, and zball take no many goods nor mgage 
our ſelves jm blood by fgleng, wnl: (ſe we be forced unto it, which we 
may look for from the Fapilts and Prelats , But if any ſuch 
thing ſhall come from godly men, or good Partons., who love 
the ruth of Religion , or the Kings honour and their own lbertyy 
both the rule ot Chanty(which encertaineth no ſuſpicion, where 
there is no evill deſerving ) and the ſoule of wiſdome ( which 
xeacheth that both Nations mult now ſtand or fall ragether) 
doe forbid us to apprehend. All the deſigne of both King= 
domes is for the ruth of Religion , and forthe juſt lzberty of the 
SubjeR , ard all the deviſes and doings of the enemy are tos 
the opprefiing of beth , that our Religion may be turned into 
S ition and Acheiſme , and our /sberty into baſe ſervitude 
arid bondage. To bring this to paſſe they have certainly con- 
ecived that the blocking up of this Kingdome by Sea and Land 
would prove a powerfull and infallible means, For, for either 
within a very ſhort time ſhall we through want of trade , and 
ſpoyling of our gbods be brought to ſuch extreame poverty and 
confuſion, that we ſhall miſerably defie the conditions which we 
now deſpiſe, and decline , and be forced co imbrace their wil 
for a Law, both in Church and policie , which will be 2 pre= 
ccdeat for the like mulery in Exp who meaty Regenny 
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it may be tadghe by their and our danger to be more wiſe, or! * 
upon the other part , we ſhall by this Invation be conſtrained 
furiouſly and without order to break into England , which we 
beleeve is the moſt carneſt defire of our common enemies , be- 
cauſe a more ſpeedy execution of rheir deſugne + for we doubr 
not but upon our comming clamours will be raiſed, Poſts ſent, 
and Proclamgtions made , through the Kingdome , to flander 
our piow and juſt mentions ( as if this had been our meanings 
from the beginning) co ſtirre up all che Englith againſt us,thae 
once being eutred wm blood, they may with their own Swords 
excirpate ther own Religion,lav a prelent foundation with their 
own hands tor buil:ling ot' Rome in the midſt gf chem , and be 
made the Actors ot cheir owa and our f{ ery to continue tor 
Ever. But inthis admuable opportrmety of vardication of true 
Religion and juſt liberty,it devine providence be looked upon with 
a reverend eye, and men fearing God, and loving rhe Kings bonour, 
and peace of both Kingdomes, ſhall walke worthy of theirproe 
feſſion, alchough the enemies have obtayned fo much'of their 
delires, as by cords of their own ewiſting, to draw us into Eng- 
land, yer may their maine defigne be diſappointed , the Rope 
which ney have made brought upon ther own. necks , and 
cheir witdome turacd to foohirbn-fſe z, which we have reaſon to 
hope for trom that ſupreme wi/dome and power which hath in 
all che proceedings of chis worke turned their deviſes upon 
cheir own pates thar plotted them, 
1a our Informations, Remonſtrances, and the true repreſentati« 
on of our proceedings fince the laſt pecification , we have (0 
farre expriciied the wrongs which we have ſuſtained , and the 
diſtrefies which we fuffet , as may make manifeſt our preſſing 
necellity to rake ſome other courſe tor our preſent reliete,then 
ſuch petitions ſupplications and commuſſions, as We have uſed be 
fore with leſſe lucceſſe then could be expeted of a Kingdome 
from their native King. Before we ſtirred fo much as with 
A petirion, we indured tor many yeares nor onely the continuall 
Opp {1c100 of the truth, and POW er of Religion by Prelates and 
Papiſts, bur alſo the violation of all our libertits,aud almoſt the 
torall ſubverſion of our Religion , which was vur comfortiri 
the ſight of God, and che glory of this Nationin the ſighs of 
other Churches, who by the telimony of their Divines made 
our Reformation che meaſure of their wiſhes, ard would have 
xedceemedir with rvheir greateſt worldly loſſes, when groſſe 
Popery was notoriouſly ob:ruded upon'us tnthe Pooke of 
Ng Caucy 


Canons and common Prayer , withont conſent or knowledgy 
of the Churches; and the plotofthe Prelars and Papiſts w 
ly diſcovered how to fertle it in both Nations : We added to 
our former luffrings no other Armes but Prayers and teares 
wato God ; and Peiitionsro our King , which were utterly re» 
pected ; the Books and corruptiogs againſt which we peticzoned 
highly exalted, and by the in{olent adviſe of thoſe who govern 
now his Counlells , labour co eftabliſh their own ill acquired 
greatnefſe upon our oppreſſion, and the ruines of our Religio 
and Liberties, We were forbidden co infiſt,uoder the pain of 
high Treaſon , when we found our ſelves thus oppoledand 
born down ; Rtill infiftirg in vur humble defires we ſolemnly 
renewed our folema and Nationall Oath and Covenant for 
preſerving of our Religion and Liberties, and of his M ajeltics 
Authority, knowing the violation of that Oath to be the guil« 
tinefſe which had procured our woes,and that vur Repentance 
and turning to God were the meanes by his bleſſing for a good 
fuccefſe : when contrasy to our deſerving and expeRation his. 
Majeſtic was moved by wicked Counſell to march toward us 
with an Army, we chooſed rather to neglect ſuch courſes as 
might ſerve ſor our humane ſatety, then to fall in ſeeming diſ- 
obedience to our King, orto give the ſmalleſt diftaſt roous 
Brethren in England, and therfore disbanded our Forces, deli» 
yered all holds which were craved in teſtimony of our obedi« 
ence , and ſo farre complyed with his Majeſties pleaſure, that 
potwithſtanding the determination of our lawtull former 
Aſſembly,called by his Majeſty, we were contented that a new 
free Aſſembly and Parliament ſhould be appointed , wh ere all 
things both concerning our Religion and Liberties might 
aine be canſidered and eftabliſhed, When matters Eccleſi- 
call were determined in the Agembly according to the 
Conſtitutions of the Church in the prefence,and with the con- 
fent of his Majeſtics Commiſſioner , and the Parliament was 
eonyecned for perfeRting the ware, although we walked ther» 
is ſo warily that no juſt provocation was given te his Majeſty, 
contrary to the Laws and Cuſomes of this Kingdome, the. 
| — ſo certainly promiſed , when his Majeſty was free: 
of thoſe bad Counſellours , was (being againe ua their power) 
by their adviſe proroged , which to ſhew our invialible obedz» 
owee we Were content to ſuffer, and did ſend up our Commile 
fioners to London to render the reaſons of oar demands. When 
Comumuoners and Pcxicions ofthe PALanany Ra 
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p werefo fare rejefted , char they were never ſees | 
.D We ſcad up our Commiſſioners 2gaine with our pro- 

ſions, which comayned nothing but what was neceſſary for 
and good of the Kingdome , and was granted ro'us 
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| before ande: his Majeſties hand, yer could they find no anſwer 


acall which will be wondred at , and hatdly belceved by ſo 
many as are ſtrangers/at Court , and know not the Bithop of 
Canterbury, and the Leivtenant of Ireland, with the Adiſtaace 
bfche t00 roo puwerfull Faftion of the Hiſpamoliz'd Papilts 
labour to ſhew their zcale for his Majefties greataeſſe , by 
; thejuſt Liberties of the free Subj , and che re- 
rmed Religion ia all che chree Kingdomes : Bur in place of 
che gracious anſwer which we expetted , our Gommidioners 
were reftrauncd, and one of the Noble mea [mprifoned, Gar- 
riſons of Rrangers ſet over our heads in an infolent and bar- 
barous way exercifing their cruclty even againt Womea and 
Children, our Ships and goods taken and ſunke, and the ow= 
ners ſtripe naked, and more tohumanely uſed arthe 
dement of abuſed Authority,by the Subjetts of our own Rings 
then by Turks an 1 Infidels,and great Armics prepared agai 
Qs with a terrible Commiſſion to ſubdue and y our ſelver, 
our Religion, Libercics, Laws and all. In this extrematy tor 
bis to ſend new Commigieners and Petitions were againſt ſence 
and experience, thoſe that governe the Kings ells being 
" farre from any inclination or intention co {atisfic the juſt de=» 
fires and grievances ot the SubjeRs , as they have made magi- 
feſt by breaking up of the Parliament in both Kingdomes, 
(Roos we know them to be often countervoted by many of 
chat Honourable Board, more candid and peaceably minded.) 
To fir ſtill in ſeaſcleſneſſe and ſecurity , wayting for ourown 
deftrucion at the diſcretion of our mercileſſe enemies (which 
were it not arthis time with che cauſe of God would moye us 
che lefſe )is not only againſt Religion but Nature,teaching and 


. Commanding us to ſtudy our owae preſervation. To indure 


conrinuall rbreamings , and {0 great beſts/ity and inv.ifion from 
yeare to yeare, which is the prote(ſed policie of our eacmies is 
impoſſible , any when we have examined our own ſtrength, 
more then we arc able ta beare : We have therfore after nguch 
ggiration and debating wich and amongſt our ſelyes , reſulved 
16 have our procedings, which have been canvaſed by ſo manys 
and gre brought co [ome point of determanation in-our own Pare. 
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world; and eſpecially to the Kingdome of Eglol, thar 2gainſd) 
wil falſe and artificial win they hex. bakedly lent 
be what they are, we may obraine a better grounded and more 
durable peece for the injoying of our own Religion, and Lawss 
and as we defire the unworthy Authors of our tfoubles , who 
have come our from our ſelves to be tryed at home, and juſtice 
x0 be done'upon them according to our own'Laws , to thall 
we preſſe no further proceſſe againſt Canterbury » the Lievte- 
nant of Ireland , the reſt of thole pernicious Counſcllours 
in England the Authors of all the miſeries of both Kingdomes; 
then what their own Parliament ſhall dilcerneto be their juſt 
deſerving. When we looke upon this worke of reformation trom 
the begipning, and perce1 ye che impreflions ©t che Providence 
of Godin it, were forced in the midſt of all our d:ffculties and 
"diſtreſſes to bleſſe Ged for his Fatherly care and tree loye to his 
hurch and Kingdome, and to take courage and ſpirit to pro= 
cecd in patience and perſeverance whither he ſhall goe before us, 
and lead us on. When the Prelats were owe by their Rents 
and Lerdly dignicies by their power over all ſorts of his Ma- 
jeſties Subje&s, Miniſters and others, by their places in Parlt- 
ment, Councell, Colledge of Juſtice, Fxchequer and High 
Commiſſion, toan abtolute Dominivn and greatneſle , aud 
ſetting the one foot upon the Church, and the other upoa the 
# State , were become milerably inſoleat, even then did the 
-worke begin, and this was the Lords opportunity. The begin- 
nings were ſmall, and promiſed no great thing, bur have been 
ſo ſecanded and continually followed by drome providence,prel- 
ſiog us from ſtep ro ſtep, that the neceflity was invincible and 
© could not be reſted. It cannot be expreſſed what motions 
filled the heart , what ceares were powred forth from the eyesy 
"and what cryes came from the mouthes of many thouſands in 
' this Land at that time , from the ſence of the Law and power 
of God, rayling them as from the dead , and giving them hopes 
after ſo great a deluge and vaſtation to ſee a new world, wherin 
'Religion and Righteovineſſe ſhould dwell. When we were 
" many rimes at a pauſe , and knew not well what to doe , the 
' feares , the frrries , the peevichneſie and the plots of our demen= 
tat adverlaries opened a way unto us, and taught us howto 
* proceed,and whar they deviſed to ruine us ſerved moſt azainſt 
-themſelves, and for ray{ing and promoting the worke. O prg< 
"Gidence to be adored ! + Although neicher Counſell nor Seffong 
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(8) 
there hive beer! meetings of many thouſands & ſome times 
yer have they beeu kepr wirhour exmwlt or trouble, and without 
exceſſc or ryotin better order and greater quietnes then in che 
molt peaceable timer have been tound in this Land. When we 
were content at the perifice'ion to lay downArms,ard with great 
loſſe to live at home in pea e,our wicked enemicy have been ike 
the troubled Sea when 1t cannot reſt , whoſe waters ceft up mare 
end dirt , and will have us to doe that which it ſeems the Lord 
bach decreed againſt them. The purity of our snencions farre 
from bale and carthly reſpeAas , the bent and inclination of 
our hearts in the midit of many dangers , the ficting of inftru- 
ments, nor onely with 2 defire o_ diſpoſuion, bue with ſpiris 
and abilities to overcome oppoſorion , and the ad qe of 
beart accorapanying us in our wayes , which beareriy us out 
ainſt all accuſations and aſperſions , are to us grounds 
of aſſurance that God hath accepred our worky, and will not leave 
us: wekrow the Lord may ule even wicked menin his frvices 
and m3y till cheir failes with 2 faire gale of abviities ,, and _ 
them on with a ſtrong hand , which ſhould make us to ſearc 
our hearts more narrewly. Bur as this ought not to diſcourage 
his own faxbfull ſervants, who out of levetu his Name intend 
his benoxr, walke in hts wazes, find his prece ing them, his 
providence direfing them , and his preſence bleſſmg them 1n their 
#ffajres. So can 1t not ve any juſt ground of quarrelling againſt 
the worke of God Yetall theſe our incouragements which have 
upholden our hearts in the midſt of many moubles, could not 
make our entry into England warrantable , it our (which 
we carneftly ſeek and follow after) could be found at home or 
elſewhere. Where itis to be found we muſt ſeeke after ity 
and no ſooner ſhall we finde it clearly ſecured to us, bur by 
laying down our Armes , and by the evidences of our 
ble dilpoſttion , we ſhall make it manifeſt to the world, and 
eſpecially ro rhe Kingdome of England , that we are ſecking 
nothing els but peace, and that our taking up of Armes was not 
for lnvafion but fer Defence. No man needeth to plead by 
iue law for neceſſey. It is written in every mans beort by ne- 
ture, and inaM ations we find men havereceived it by prati;fe, 
« that neceſſuy # 4 benulzaty. A Law above ll Laws i« ſubje& 
tono Law, and therfore is ſaid to have no Law. Where neceſs 
fity commandeth , the Laws of natare and Nations give their cows 
, and all poſitive laws are ſilent and give place. This Law

Or, 
ſhall we beſticre our tclves , and ſeek our ſafeguard , peace and 
lyberty 11 Englend, whether we ſhall dee or dye,v hether we ſhall 
gee and lve,or abide and perich * Or more largely tvexpreſle ally 
Whether we who are nota few provate perſons , but a whole 
Kingdome, ſhall Ive under the burthen ot 1o many accuſations, 
as ſcarcely in the worſt times have been charged againſt C hri« 
ſtians, receave the Service Book, and the whole body of Po« 

ry » imbrace the Prelares and their abjured Hierarchy, re- 
nounce our ſolemn Oath and Covenant, fo many times ſworn 
by us, looſe all our labour and paines in this Cauſe, and forget 
our former flavery and wonted defires of redcmpron at the 
deareſt rate , tickle the minds of our enemies wuh joy , and 
ſtrengrhen their hands with violence, and fill the hearts of our 
friends with ſorrow , and their faces with shame becauſe of us; 
deſert and dizhenowr the Sonne of God whole Caule we have un- 
dertaken, whote banner we heve difp/ayed, and whole truch and 

wer hath been this time paſt more comfortable to us , then 
all the peace and pr fperizy of the world could have rendered, 
and draw upon our telves all the judgements which God hath 
exccuted upon Apoſtates lince the beginning , and ſhall we 
fold our hands any wavre for the perfect [lavery of our ſelves

Now we bave ſhewen 
that a Kings Crown 15 not tyed to a Prelats Mitre , and that 
the one may be caſt unto the ground , and the other have 2 
reater luſtre and glory then betore, Now they take them» 
lves to another Lining hole, and would have men co thinke 
that ro come into England againſt them is to cume againſt Erg- 
land , and to purſue them although Legally is to invade tae 
Kingdome where they live , as it the the cutting away of an 
Excreſcence, or the curing of an Impoſthume were the kalling, 
of the body. Let them ſecure et under the ſhelter ot 
their own phanta/ies, but we are not ſo undifſernivg 2s like mad 
mento run furiouſly upon ſuch as we firſt meet wuh avd come 
ui our way : for although it cainot be denyed but the wrongs 
done to us, as the breaking of the late peace, crying us down as 
Rebells and Traytors, the takeing of our Ships and goods, the 
Impriſoning of our Commiſſfioners;zthe Aats of Holtility done 
by the Engliſh in our Caſtles : had they been done by the 
State or Kingdome of Erg/and, there might have been juſt 
cauſes of a Nationall quariclling, yer ſeeing the Kingdome of 
England conveend in Parliament have refuſed co conribute any 
ſupply againſt us , have thewen themſelves to be preſt with 
exlike unto ours,and have earneſtly pleaded tor redreſſe 
and remedy , and a Declaration made that his Majeſty out of 
Parliament will redreſſe them, which might be a cure for the 
grievances of particular Subjefts ; but Nationall grievances 
require the hand of the Pa:l:;ament for their cure, tor prevent» 
ing wherot the Parliament was broken up and diffolved, Net- 
ther do we quarrell with the Kingdome tor the injurics which 
we ſuſtaine, but our quarrell is onely with particular men, the 
enemies of both Nations : nor can they quarrell with us, for 
taking order with the prevalent FaRion of Papiſts and Prelats 
the Authors of ſo many woes to both Nations. 

Let all who love Religionand their lberty joyne againſt the 
common enemies, and let them be accurſed that ſhall nut ſeek 
the preſewacion of their neighbour Nation, both in Religion 
and Laws, as their own, as knowing that the ruine of one will 
prove the ruine both. And knowing well ( as having from 
Mew own Councels dilcoveredir ) that the ruine of both was 
wtendeds 
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intended , and that it was ever cheir plet- and purpoſe , that if 
they could not ingage our deareſt Brethren , and neighbous 
Nation in a Warre tor our deſirutton ; then to give us tome 11h 
aſſured peace , which might bind our hands and hold us quiety 
uartill che yoake of bondage were more heavily and unremove- 
ably layd upon our Brethren of England by the help ot luch an, 
Army as was pretended to be gathered againlt us, roonung out 
the Godly people and active ſpirits of thac Nation and all thole 
who as good Patriets ſtand well a&-Ated to Religion, and their 
juſt hbbertics , and might be ſuſpected would daie fire tor the 
defence and maintenance of eitter , and there atter eaſily tind 
ground to- break againe with us, when they were once atiurgd 
that we were like to ſtand zlove ; And all te benctu os our 
peace thould be to be lalt deſtroyed. 

And as we atteſt rize God ot heaven that thoſe and ro other 
are our anrerntions, © upon the lame grearelt atteltation doe we 
declare that for atchieving thoſe ends , we thalLneither pare, 
our pames, fortunes, nor lrves which we know caongt be more 
prohably and honvurably ſpenc. T bac we ſhall aot gake from, 
our Friends and Brethren from a thread even to 3 3beoe latches 
but for our own money$,and the yult payment ; I hac we come 
amongſt chem as their Friends and Brethren , very enkble of 
their by-paſt luffnogs and preſeur dangers both 1n Religions 
and Liberaues , and moſt willing to:doe them all the good we 
can » hike as we certaunly expect that they (trom che like ſence. 
ot our hard condition agd intollerable diftrefle which hath 
forced us to come from our own Countrey ) will joyne and 
concurre with.us inthe moſt juſt and Noble wayes tor obtayne 
10g their and our moit juſt dzhires. And when our own moneys 
wy meanes are {pent , we ſhall crave nothing but upon luthct- 
ent {ſurety of payment 20vy loon poilibly ir can be made, what 
3s neceſſary for che entertaynment of our Army, whuch we are 
aſſured ſo many as love Religion and the peace of both Kinge 
domes will willingly offer , as that which they know we Calle 
not want , andin their wile foreſight will provide the way to 
furniſh neceſlaries,and to rectiverhe ſrery. T his courſe being 
kept by both ſides, will netther harme our Brethren ( for the 
ſhall be ſatisfied to the laſt farthing) nor our felves, who loo 
fora recompente from the rich providence of Ged, tor whoſe 
fake we have hazarded the lofſe of all things. 

The elcapes of ſome Souldiers/if any fu happen)we truf? 
ſhall nor be imputed to us , who ſhall Labour by all meanes- 
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then it done to our ſelyes , avd in ourewn Countrey. Our 
proteſſed enemies the Papiſts, Prelars, with their adherents, 
vwnd the receivers of their goods and geir, we conceive will be 
more provident then to retule us neceſſary ſuſtemeation , when 
they remember what Councell was given by them for decla 
ring all our to be forfeited and to be diſpolcd of to 
them as well deſcrving SubjeRts. 

We ſhall demand nothing of the Kings Majefty bur the 
ſertling and ſecurcing of the true Religion and libernics of this 
Kingdome according co the Conſticuuons and Atts ot the late 

mblies and Parliament , and whar a juſt Prince oweth by 

the Laws of Gedand the Countrey to his grieved Subjeats 1 
coming before him with their humble defires and ſupplications, 
Our abode in England ſhall be no langer time then in their 
Parliament,our juſt grievances and complarhts may be heard and 
redreſſed , ſufficient aſſurance given tor the legall cryall and

mation of che Church, againlt Acheilts, che flouriſhing of che 
Goſpell, and againſt Traytours and Firebrands; a pertet and 
dureablc wen and love between the two Kingdomes , which 
he grant who knoweth our intentions and defires , and is able 
eo bring them to paſſe, Andif any more be required,Ged will 
reveale it and goe before both Nations, and if Gad goe before 
gs,who will not follow, or retulc to put their necks to the works 


of the Lord;
